' be more advisable to delay action lie-

, Due of the particularly interesMng 
featiu'es about the passing of this 
! measure is the warm and animuti'd 
I hostility between the advanced pro- 
bibiUonlsta and their opponents. Thi.', 
in itself is encouraging, for where 
tliera is a real issue apparent, there Is 
a certain amount of thinking takinii; 
place. On both sides, then, »c have 
to all appearances perfectly since it 
individuals who earnestly i>cliovc in 
the wisdom or tolly of the measure. 

"With the argun^ents of the prohi- 
bitionist we are all more or less 
familiar — or should be. He has a 
strong case. He has statistics and 
cold hard figures to back him. He can 
rtwir bow the prohibition of alcoholic 
barangea lhaa diminished crime, lias 
tended to deiiopuiate our asylums and 
has improved the general health anil 
sanity of the community. He ts con- 
vinced of this fact, and is not afraid 
to say so; and what is more, he will 
fight the issue out to the end with a 
true and sturdy determination. At 
ttmee be may seem to ua fanatical, hut 
hoivever narrow hts view-point may 
appear, he possessea the enerc7 and 
the baclfibone necessary fbr any enter- 
prise. ' ' 

But, -we ask, Is prohibition the 
wisest pollcyT We can see that the 
prtAlbit&ontst is quite unreservedly de- 
sirous of benefiting his country. His 
ideals are high. He is conscientious 
up to the hilt. But docs not this Idea 
of protaibltioa weaken the will-power 
of the common man? Does it not act 
as a barrier to the expression of our 
freedom of urill? Is not moderation In 
all tUBga the true temperance? Is 
not this the the ideal for which we 
should strive and not arbitrarily 
snatch away fnom the band of the al- 
cokoilc the liquid we should teaoh him 
to use in moderation } 

Moderatloft! Temperance I Sobriety! 
Truly these words call to our minds 
that perfect self-control which ctaar- 
•cterized the greatest souls of the 
; race. They are the attributes ot all 
saue, vig'ht thinking, intelligent and 
, healthy minded men. To appreciate 
I the wholesome pleasures that nature 
I has provided for us, to enjoy them and 
yet to abandon them immediately 
should we perceive in them /mythlng 
harmful to us or to our fellow-man— 
that is temperance and moderation. 

Yes, let us be moderate! Let us be 
sober! ^I.et Us possess in ourselves a 
perfect , control so that no man can 
say we went to e.vcess in anything. So 
speaks the idealist, tbe philosopher, 
the intelligent true thinking man. Yet 
with all our preaching about modéra- 
tion and restraint, we still have 
drunkenness and dissipation. We are 
still surrounded hy excess and de- 
pravity everywhere. Why is thla? 
Did we not tell everybody to be tem- 
perate? 

Alas! Idealist, however sincere and 
conscientious you may be, however 
strictly temperate knd truly moderate 
you may be in yourself, we cannot nil 
be temperate. In a community of 
philosophers a measure for prohibition 
w~,iild be unnecessary, because all 
«ou Id he moderate. Ask the rlnig 
fiend, the sensualist, the drunkarxi, 
tbe gambler, the debauchee to be tem- 
perate. They can only smile at you. 
Do you Imagine that we are all phil- 
n^opliers, scholars and college pro- 
fc'R.sovR. that we can (ibsej-ve this lor- 
hearanee? Aflrt- all. liow niaii.v of us 
arc actually temperate in all things? 
Then how can wc expect the poor 
wretch, who Is but tbe product of a 
dcscnerate ancestry and an unhealthy 
Gnv!t'onmcnt to be as moderate as our 
Ideal? N'j! Distinctly not! It Is not 
his fault that his will-power is de- 
ficient. Society U the culprit, because 
society has ngt provided him with a 
healthy environment which could 
cotmteract this deficiency. Indeed, is 
not our society eomposed to a con 
siderabUe extent ot men whose wlll- 
IKiwer is more or less diseased? 

What are we to do about It. then? 
Shall we play the I,evite and pass on 
the other side? Shall we pat blm on 
tbe back and say, "be temperate, be 
sober like I am," and thjm htirry off 
cbnokMng to ourselves because we can 
still obtain our wine and our beer? 

To my mind, there is little doubt 
what the average intelligent man will 
answer. It may be that he is no tee-

King -whose prerogative is strictly pre- 
served, though Ita exercise is controlled 
' by miaisters reeponstbiie to parlia- 
ment, and in certain matters reepon- 
sible in a special degree to the re- 
presentative chambor. 

The United States however is not 
a real democracy eiither, because the 
powers of the legii^latures, both of 
congres and of the states legisla- 
tini's arc in many matters defined by 
a law unchangeable, or changeable 
only by special maahinery; and for 
the interpretation of the laws tbe laat 
word, 'that is the paramount author- 
ity, rests Willi the judges of the Su- 
preme Clourt, who arn not elected, aad 
not responsible eiither to the t>cop1e 
or to their représentatives. So aJso 
the oxecivtive authority is vested in 
tbe president, who chooses his own 
cabinet, and who is ii^Tesponsible du- 
rlngg his term of offlce, and is thus 
for that term virtually en absolute 
monarch. The supreme authority in 
government and in the interprétation

people. With us, on the coEitrary, the 
monarch is not absolute, but must 
act wtth the advice of ministers di- 
rectly respotisibie to periiament, and 
the last word lies with a body of 
which representatives of the ptople 
foon an integral iwjx. Parllaineur is 
supreme to such a degrees that if the 
courts put an intei^yretation oa a law 
deemed unsound or auhvenslve of the 
rights of citizens, tt can pass a decla- 
ratory Act that the law is aad always 
has been other than as interpreted 
by (ihe judges. In this respect our 
system is more direotly tmder the con- 
trol of public oplniioii than the pitv 
sident in- the supreme coûta of the 
United atatas; When Lord Dufterin 
our Goremor-General visited Washing- 
ton, he told the people there thai the 
people of t?anada could not slfcii ;it 
night if ihey did not know that thto 
could tum the Government out of of- 
fice the next inomln.E;. 

But I am not going to sound the 
praises of demooiucy. S^r too niueh 
is beard in that sense, and I prefer 
lo direct attention to the fact that 
our governmeint Is noi in the hand? 
of what .lohn Milton termed, an tin- 
bridled dcmooracyi or of what John 
Ivnnx termed The Raseal Multitude. 
And the poot who may Ik; held to be 
the true."-)! fiieurt of the people the 
world has known, Rebort Buns, was 
under no illusions uu this point. He 
sang: : 

The wretch wiia wad a tyirant own 
And tbe wretch his true sworn brither 

Wlia'd set the Mob abtine the Throne 
Let them be damned thcgitber. 

Our form of eovernanent is by three 
oJements, namely: The Kin.g. the cliaJi- 
uel througgh all tbe powers of the na- 
tion can be exercised, and who thus 
enrbodies In effective form the ma- 
jesty of the people, and -wlio unites 
in the slmpleet way whatever is of 
common biterest to the iniha.bitants of 
all his domltttonB. 

And those who accept the doctrine 
of Incarnation will recognise that this 
is a form that apipeabi more natural- 
ly to tbe instincts of a people prone 
to loyalty than attachment to a flag 
hoiwever much wo may value that con- 
current symbol of national greatness. 

The second element its the Upper 
Chamber of Farliament, which at one 
time was considered aa represenla/- 
tive of Aristocraev, not a bad con- 
cept if understood in its literal sense, 
and if we were certain who are tlie 
best peopJe; but which may now l)e 
regarded as representing th' succes- 
sive or htatoric feaiuree of our na- 
tional life. 

The third element Is the popular 
chamber which represenits the voice 
of the people at the very moment of 
their election. 

fV»r the first ot these it Is not 
absolutely essential that the office of 
King or Queen should be hereditary, 



or even that in ev^ case it elumld 
be held for the fall term of Mfe of 
iho inoujreh. The preail a^vantaige of 
the pnnciple of heredity • is that it 
ensures the tenure of the office by 
' one who has been trained toe the éa- 
ties he has to tnltii. He is liable to 
deposed ooly for notable misas»- 
(lue!, and there have only been fimr 
cases of depnrttlnn in tk» Uatarr-'of 
England since tlte Norman Ooo^ueit:'
